The Railway and Eagineering 
Review hat the following to say 
anent the working of railroad 
employes over time: 

It has been a very common 
castom to !ibuae railroads for 
working men over time, and it 
has been equally common to as-' 
cribe many of the wrecks to tbat 
cause. The strange part of such 
a charge is the asserlion that the 
practice proceeds from greed on 
the part of the roads, the writ- 
ers apparently being ignorant of 
the fact tbat ' the men are paid 
by the hour and that it costs no 
more to pay two men ten hours 
each than one man working 
twenty hours. A court in Penn- 
sylvania has lately taken a sen- 
sible view of the case. It ap- 
pears tbat a freight train had 
orders to remain upon a side- 
track until four trains had pass- 
ed and that, while waiting, the 
entire crew went to sleep. Being 
aw.ikoned bv the passing of the 
train, thoy assumed that it was 
the lourtli train and consequent- 
ly pulled out and into the last 
train, which had not yet arrived. 
Two persons were killed and fcv- 
eral injured, and on the trial of 
the engineer, whose case first 
came up, the plea was made 
that when a railroad employee 
falls asleep from physical weak- 
ness, from illness, or from wear- 
iness from long hours or steady 
employment and an accident oc- 
curs, the employe should be ae- 
(luitted. The court overruied 
this [ilea, holdini; that no man 
liad a rii;lit ti. work on a railroad 
unies> in line [ihysical condition, 
uihI it' ho fell asleep, no matter 
from what cause, he should dis 
contimie work, even tliou.Kii lie 
should lose liis position, ratlier 
than jeopardize the lives of pass 
ongers"; aud as a result the eu- 
giueer was convicted. 

This is a sensibi? as well as 
just ruling. A rr.an himself ia 
the best Judge of his own fitness 
for such work so far as the mat- 
ter nf sloe]) iw concerned; in fact 
lie is tlie only one who can know 
of his condition in that regard.

If there is any 
"greed" connected with the mat- 
ter it is wholly on the part of the 
nieu themselves, who naturally 
want to make large wages, and 
as a result frequently do go out 
iu an unfit condition and thereby 
endanger not only their own 
lives, but tbe lives of others and 
the property of the company as 
well. It is full time that the re-

I be fixed where it belongs, aud 
;the Pennsylvania court has made 
' a move in the right direction. 

The Illinois Central railroad is 
-jffering greatly from tbe drouth 
'nnd is now forced to distribute, 
from Louisville, water to route 
tanks for use of passenger en- 
' gines, and to carry an extra tank 
behind freight engines to supply 
the boilers on long dry strips of 
track. Tbe Courier Journal says 
the underground water uear 
Princeton cannot be used iu en- 
gine boilers on acconnt of some 
mineral which corrodes the 
boilers. That paper quotes 
Trainmaster James as follows :

Vaccination and re-vaccina- 
tion is uri;cd, together with the 
immediate isolation of suspects. 
It is stated that grown people 
never have chicken-pox and that 
there are no such diseases as 
"elephant itch," "African itch,'" 
"army itch,'' "cedar itch," or 
"Cuban itch," but that Miese are 
merely vulgar names for mild 
varieties of small-pox. The use 
of humanized virus is recom- 
nu'iidod, "esi)ecially in country 
districts wlicrc the family phy- 
sician can select it liimscll froi- 
the arms of liealtliy cliil.in n and 
younj: -iris." It is "more ctr- 
tain to take, causes les.'- soreness, 
and is believed to give better 
and l<)n:j:er protection." 

Just now Hopkins • ( iintv is 
in good shape in this connection. 
The disease lias been looked af- 
ter carefully and Uei)t under 
good control for several years 
past in Eirliugton, Madisonville 
and the other county towns. Our 
county and city healtli boards 
iV'tive and well equipi>ed. Au 
occasional imported case lias 
shown up in the county during 
the past few months but they 
have been promptly looked after. 
Tins is not the case everywhere. 
In Christian county tlie disease 
has been active for .'-onie time 
and cases origini-.tiiii; there have 
turned up m Uo|)kins and Hen- 
dcrs,,n counties and probably 
'-lM;wli('re. Under recent threat 
■-)f (luarantine, made by the State 
health board, conii)ulsory vac- 
<!inatiou has been ordered at 
Uopkinsville and throughout 
Christian county and the author- 
ities there are now actively en- 
gaged in an effort to stoii the 
spread and control the disease. 

There is but oi.e satoguard 
against smallpox, vaccination; 
and that is postive and safe. We 
endorse what the State Board 
says: 

Bvery person in the State who has 
not already been yacoinated should 
do B« at once, and the Igrnoraut or 
negligent should be compelled to 
prot'jct themBelves, for the benefit 
of ihoir communities, by the proper 
authorities.

hours being usually spent in school. 
In the second place, patents, as par- 
ents, are neither learned, nor profes- 
sionally trained; generally speaking, 
if they are skilled in imparlini; in- 
struction, they are self-tauj;lit, or 
"natural-bom" teachers. These facts 
help us to answer the' question: What i 
is the special responsibility or function i 
of the home as an educational institu 
tion.' From this analysis it follows 
that that type of home will have the 
greatest educative efficiency which 
provides a home life which is rich, 
and moral, and real. To be rich, 
home lite must be tull of activities 
and interests; to be moral, it must be 
organized: to be real, it must be 
vital, personal and sincere ~ it must 
be life, and not merely something 
wearing the look of life.

AmoDft the most interesting 
tests made bj the government 
at the fuel-testing plant of the 
United SUtes Geological Sur- 
vey, at the Loniaianti Parchase 
Exposition, are the attempts at 
faocessfnl mannfactnre of bri' 
qnettes from Tanons Amerioan 
eoak. A report of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior gives this 
account of the tests made : 

The operation of the briqaet- 
ting plants has been most inter- 
esting, &8 It has shown that there 
are Ai any problems involTedin 
this really pioneer work which 
require more careful study than 
is possible under the conditions 
iroder which these plants are 
operated. As this is almost en 
tirely pioneer work in the utili 
zation of American coals, not 
only must each coal be carefully 
studied, but the character of the 
binder, the heats t* which the 
material should be subjected, 
and the pressure to ba« placed 
tipon the briquette, are all mat 
ters of individual research. 

It was not until September 2J 
that the plant uf English manu- 
facture was in condition for 
operation. Considerable diffi- 
culty was encountered with the 
binding material which had been 
provided for the purpose. This 
was coal-tar pitch furnished b> 
the Barrett Manufacturing Com- 
pany and was found to be rather 
too hard for the coals with which 
it was desired to use it, and for 
the heat which it was possible to 
obtain in the steam-jacketed 
reservoir attached to the machine 
and used for this purpose. 

After experimenting for 
week it was found necessary to 
close down the plant for altera- 
tions and repairs. On October 
8 experimental work was begun 
'on a oargo of pitch received from 
the Ohatfield Manufacturing 
Company, of Cincinnati, Ohio. 
This pitch also was found to be 
too hard for successful use nnder 
existing conditions. The plant 
installed by the National Com- 
pressed Fuel Company was given 
a trial on September 27, but 
mechanical difficulties developed 
which necessited changes, and it 
was not until October 10 that a 
successful run was maae. This 
plant has the advantage of per- 
mitting tests to be made on small 
quantities of material, but the 
binder must be added in liquid 
form after being melted in the 
steam-jacketed tank. This lim- 
its its use to the more fusible 
binders, and has prevented any 
tests with the pitch now on liand. 

From September to October 
>>, nine briquetting tests were 
made. In some of these the re- 
sults were satisfactory, but in 
most uasiL's it was demonstrated 
tliat iiiucli more study will havi 
to bo t'iveu to the character of 
the coal, the binding material, 
etc., before a really successful 
commercial briquette can be
